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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Bellingham 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1955. 

Compared  with  1954  there  has  been  little  change  in  con- 
ditions in  the  area.  The  population  again  shows  a slight  in- 
crease, due  probably  to  the  forestry  programme. 

Dr.  Kirk,  who  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  many 
years,  retired  from  general  practice  in  1955,  and  the  Council 
appointed  his  successor,  Dr.  J.  R.  Middlemiss,  to  act  in  my 
absence.  This  will,  I am  sure,  be  a valuable  arrangement. 
During  1955  also,  Mr.  j.  Hostler  was  appointed  additional 
Sanitary  Inspector.  Apart  from  taking  his  share  in  routine 
duties,  he  has  been  employed  in  the  preliminary  visits  required 
under  the  new  Food  Regulations  and  in  the  Housing  Survey. 

The  Housing  Survey  is  of  importance  and  value.  It  shows 
not  only  what  properties  are  unfit  for  habitation,  but  what 
houses  require  repair  if  they  are  to  remain  habitable,  and  the 
carrying  out  of  these  repairs  will  prolong  the  life  of  the  houses; 
it  gives  a picture  too  of  the  existing  and  required  amenities, 
and  allows  of  planning  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the  area. 

Much  of  the  area  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by  the 
Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  but  where  cost 
prevents  a mains  supply,  springs  must  be  used.  The  new 
sewage  schemes  at  Bellingham  and  Wark  were  begun  during 
1955,  and  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  Birtley  sewage 
scheme.  With  the  exception  of  Otterburn,  the  other  places  to 
be  sewered  are  small  and  individual  schemes  are  likely  to  be 
costly,  nor  is  it  possible  to  serve  several  districts  by  one 
sewage  plant. 

The  Council  built  no  houses  during  1955,  the  housing 
needs  of  the  area  being  largely  met.  Improvement  grants  are 
given  to  enable  older  property  to  be  brought  up  to  acceptable 
standards,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  more  use  will  be  made 
of  these  grants  as  mains  water  and  sewage  disposal  services 
increase.  The  Hill  Farming  Act  also  allows  of  housing  im- 
provements in  the  area. 
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The  vital  Statistics  show  little  change  from  1954.  The 
Birth  Rate  is  above  the  general  average,  and  the  Infant  Mor- 
tality rate  below.  The  General  Death  Rate  is  also  a little 
below  the  national  average.  Of  the  two  infant  deaths,  one 
may  be  regarded  as  not  preventable,  being  due  to  prematurity. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  has  increased  considerably, 
but  no  death  was  due  to  lung  cancer;  no  conclusion  can  be 
drawn  from  such  an  increase  in  one  year.  The  age  at  death 
remains  high,  forty-one  of  the  deaths  being  of  persons  over 
seventy  years  of  age. 

1955  was  in  general  a quiet  year  as  far  as  infectious  dis- 
ease was  concerned,  though  measles  was  common.  One  case 
of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  early  summer,  and  had  a mild 
and  transient  paralysis.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited 
the  area  in  April,  1955.  Though  the  attendance  of  adults  was 
only  about  one  third  of  the  population  of  the  area  covered — 
not  an  unfavourably  low  figure  for  a country  district — four 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculsosis,  previously  unsuspected, 
were  found.  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  further  cases 
remain  undetected,  and  though  the  unit  will  not  be  available 
again  for  some  time,  use  can  be  made  of  the  open  sessions  at 
the  Chest  Clinic  at  Hexham  General  Hospital.  The  attitude 
to  tuberculosis  is  changing,  and  now  that  effective  treatment 
is  available,  early  diagnosis  is  of  the  first  importance. 

I should  like  to  acknowledge  again  my  appreciation  of 
the  interest  the  members  of  the  Council  have  taken  in  the 
work  of  my  department,  and  of  the  steady  improvement  they 
are  making  in  the  amenities  of  their  area,  in  spite  of  consider- 
able difficulties.  I have  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  other  officials 
for  their  co-operation;  and  to  record  the  continued  efficiency 
and  helpfulness  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  staff.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District,  estimated  at  30th 
June,  1955,  was  5,490.  This  is  an  increase  of  240  on  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  continues  a slow  rise  in  population. 

Birth  Rate 

There  were  97  live  births  during  1955,  and  when  an  ad- 
justment factor  is  applied  this  gives  a birth  rate  of  19.93  per 
1,000  population,  a slight  increase  over  1954  and  previous 
years.  Of  these  97  births,  four  were  illegitimate.  There  were 
no  still  births  during  the  year,  whereas  for  the  County  gen- 
erally, the  still  birth  rate  was  23.1  per  1,000  total  births. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year.  One 
death  occurred  at  three  months,  and  being  due  to  accident 
can  be  considered  avoidable.  The  other,  a neonatal  death, 
was  due  to  prematurity  and,  in  our  present  state  of  knowledge, 
cannot  be  considered  preventable.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
on  this  figure  is  20.6  per  1,000  live  virths,  while  the  national 
figure  is  24.9  per  1,000. 

Death  Rate 

A total  of  69  deaths  occurred  during  1955,  an  increase  of 
five  on  the  figure  for  1954.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  of 
12.5  per  1,000  population,  or,  when  the  comparability  factor 
is  applied,  of  11.3  per  1,000  population.  The  figure  for  all 
England  and  Wales  is  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Measles 

1955  was  a "measles  year"  and  thirty-five  cases  were 
notified. 

Whooping  Cough 

Two  cases  only  were  notified. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis,  with  mild  paralysis,  occurred 
early  in  the  year.  Investigation  indicated  that  the  disease 
was  acquired  outside  the  area. 
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Tuberculosis 

There  were  six  notifications  of  tuberculosis,  all  pulmon- 
ary, with  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  fever  did  not  occur  this  year,  and  diphtheria 
was  again  absent,  as  it  has  been  for  a number  of  years. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  area  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,645  acres. 
The  estimated  population  for  1955  is  5,490. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December,  1955, 
was  1,677. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £188. 

The  rateable  value  is  £46,993. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Government  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital, 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  administered  for  the 
County  Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is 
maintained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is 
available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in  such 
a large  district. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district  the 
Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues  to 
function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work  in 
harmony  with  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  do 
much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Four  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by  the 
County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn,  Kielder 
and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  carried  out  at 
these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General  Practitioners,  while  all 
vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  General  Practitioners.

The  problem  of  cost  has  had  material  bearing  on  resolving 
the  provision  of  satisfactory  treatment  schemes  for  Otterburn, 
Ridsdale,  Rochester  and  Kirkwhelpington  and  other  smaller 
communities. 

Although  to  a large  extent,  the  problem  of  water  supplies 
has  been  improved,  sanitation  in  these  districts  is  far  behind 
accepted  modern  standards.  Privies  provide  means  of  sanita- 
tion at  Ridsdale  (42),  Kirkwhelpington  (32),  Rochester  (8). 
Otterburn  is  served  by  some  twelve  septic  tanks  which  dis- 
charge into  the  river  Rede.
